(CHP),  Alan  Frew  (ID),  Lito  Vila  (HI),  Amy  Smith  (ID),  Tom  McClellan  (OR),  Marla  Thompson  (AK), 
Mike  Dixon  (CO),  Pat  Kohler  (SNA),  Julie  Knittle  (WA),  Will  Duran  (NM),  Anne  Ferro,  Ian  Grossman, 
and  Sheila  Prior  (AAMVA) 

Workshop  Travel  Grant  -  Sheila  advised  that  the  Region  IV  Board  has  approved  travel  funding  for  the  upcoming 
Workshop  and  Law  Institute.  Information  was  sent  to  chief  administrators  about  two  weeks  ago.  Applications  for 
funding  assistance  should  be  provided  to  Sheila  by  February  6.  Those  requesting  travel  funding  should  NOT  register 
for  the  conference  until  they  receive  a  response  to  their  application. 

Region  IV  Travel  Grant  Funding  History  -  Pat  asked  Sheila  to  provide  a  summary  of  travel  grant  funding  provided  by 
the  Region.  Sheila  said  that  since  2011  the  Region  has  made  more  than  $300,000  available  to  Region  IV  members  to 
attend  the  Region  IV  conference,  the  Workshop  and  for  two  years,  the  AIC.  f 

Uber  and  California  -  Jean  said  California  advised  Uber  of  the  state's  requirements  for  testing.  Uber  replied  that 
they  don't  fit  the  technology  criteria  to  need  a  permit.  The  DMV  advised  Uber  to  discontinue  operating  until  they 
received  the  appropriate  permits/licenses.  Uber  did  not  comply  and  DMV  cancelled  registration  of  the  vehicles  as 
they  were  improperly  registered.  Uber  then  opted  to  move  their  testing  to  Arizona.  The  DMV  has  reached  out  to 
Uber  in  the  hopes  of  finding  a  middle  ground.  DMV  staff  has  met  with  liber  and  Otto  on  their  commercial  vehicle 
plans  and  hope  to  learn  their  intentions.  Discussions  continue. 

Autonomous  Vehicles  -  Jean  advised  that  she's  participating  on  a  panel  discussion  on  autonomous  vehicles  at  an 
upcoming  Washington  Automobile  Dealers  Association  conference.  She's  also  presenting  at  two  sessions  at  the 
AASHTO  conference. 

Ignition  Interlock  Program  -  California  is  implementing  IID  statewide.  Four  county  pilot  underway  now.  Delayed  date 
offered  to  January  2019  as  it's  a  heavy  programming  lift  for  the  DMV.  Three  sets  of  regulations  will  be  required. 

Will  keep  group  up  to  date  as  program  implementation  progresses. 

Recreational  Marijuana  and  Driving  -  California  legislators  came  back  to  work  January  3  and  have  introduced  a  bill  to 
make  it  illegal  to  smoke  marijuana  while  driving.  Some  of  the  recreational  marijuana  legislation  is  not  effective  until 
January  2018  and  there  are  concerns  that  people  don't  realize  it  is  illegal  to  drive  while  smoking  marijuana.  DMV 
will  monitor  bill.  CHP  is  specifically  named  in  the  recreational  marijuana  law  and  for  them  it  is  business  as  usual  until 
something  changes.  Those  caught  while  driving  under  the  influence  of  marijuana  will  be  ticketed. 

Pat  said  that  Washington's  highway  safety  office  has  released  a  number  of  public  service/safety  announcements  / 
commercials  about  marijuana  and  driving  to  help  spread  the  word  on  what's  legal.

Washington  Implied  Consent  Decision -The  McNeely  ruling  required  warrants  for  all  breath  test  cases.  Numerous 
court  cases  were  initiated  in  Washington  to  test  the  limits  of  that  decision.  A  District  Court  concluded  a  warrant  was 
required  in  the  King  case.  Case  went  to  Supreme  Court.  Ruling  issued  in  December  reasoned  that  no  warrant  is 
required  for  a  breath  test.  They  said  that  the  right  to  a  breath  test  is  not  a  constitutional  right  and  refusal  to  submit 
can  be  held  against  a  person  criminally. 

Alaska  and  DUIs  -  Alaska's  legislature  is  considering  eliminating  the  administrative  DUI  process  and  allowing  the 
criminal  process  to  rule.  Marla  asked  if  anyone  has  had  similar  legislation.  Mike  said  this  came  up  in  Colorado  last 
week  and  would  require  massive  statute  revision. 

Real  ID  -  Pat  advised  that  Steve  Yonkers  with  DHS  advised  at  last  week's  Board  meeting  that  State  to  State  is  a 
requirement  of  Real  ID.  Mike  asked  how  DHS  can  change  the  rules  in  the  middle  of  the  game.  Anne  said  DHS  has 
not  officially  put  this  requirement  in  writing.  They've  advised  two  states  (CA  &  VA)  of  the  requirement  in  a  letter.  It 
appears  that  a  jurisdiction  simply  setting  a  date  to  begin  participation  in  S2S  is  sufficient.  Chris  asked  if  the 
requirement  would  be  retroactive  for  those  who  have  already  been  deemed  compliant.  Pat  said  her  understanding 
is  that  DHS  will  be  reauditing  states.  Will  said  New  Mexico  was  asked  about  their  timeframe  to  join  S2S  in  their 
application  package.  They  provided  it  and  were  deemed  compliant.  Steve  left  the  impression  with  the  Board  that 
DHS  is  open  to  additional  extensions.  Pat  said  Real  ID  bills  are  being  heard  in  both  houses  in  Washington  this  week. 
DOL  has  requested  an  extension  to  June  and  believe  DHS  will  grant  their  request. 

Will  said  NM  lawmakers  are  opposed  to  the  document  requirements  for  a  person's  changing  name,  e.g.(  the  woman 
who's  been  married  multiple  times  must  provide  all  of  her  marriage  licenses  and  divorce  decrees.  Chris  said  Utah 
had  a  similar  issue  and  it  took  about  a  year  and  a  half  to  die  down.

Hi  Mindy, 


I  had  thought  we  could  update  the  UNI  Site  table  for  new  messages  without  a  complete  UNI  upgrade,  but  you're  right,  it 
doesn't  allow  it.  That  being  the  case,  it'll  be  a  pain  either  way,  so  yes,  it's  less  of  an  impact  than  I  originally  thought. 
However,  I  still  believe  adding  a  new  application  would  entail  more  work  than  simply  using  a  current  one. 

For  example,  we  have  a  number  of  programs  that  verify  the  application,  and  then  respond  based  on  what  that 
application  is.  This  is  required  because  we  have  a  different  set  of  logic  for  HG/HB  responses  on  PDPS  than  on 
CDLIS/SPEXS.  For  PDPS  requests  we  answer  everyone,  but  for  CDLIS/SPEXS  we  only  answer  if  we're  the  state  of  record. 
So  with  the  new  application,  every  inbound-related  program  would  need  to  be  updated,  as  well  as  create  the  message- 
level  logic.  Since  I  just  had  to  change  all  my  '02'  logic  to  '37'  to  go  to  SPEXS,  I  know  that  many  programs  would  need  to 
be  updated. 

I  still  don't  see  the  advantages  to  creating  a  new  application.  Why  complicate  this  further?

In  addition,  it  raises  the  question  of  exactly 
what  messages  would  be  sent.. .would  we  no  longer  be  piggybacking  on  PDPS  SG  messages? 

What  is  the  perceived  benefit  of  doing  this?  I'm  sorry  to  come  off  negative,  but  it  sounds  to  me  like  a  great  deal  more 
work  on  the  side  of  the  states,  so  I'd  like  to  know  what  the  benefit  we  would  see  keeping  it  separate  from  our  current 
applications.  It's  true,  not  everyone  will  have  a  CDLIS  record,  but  if  using  CDLIS  Is  a  problem,  wouldn't  it  be  better  to  use 
PDPS  rather  than  create  a  whole  new  application?

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1.0  INTRODUCTION 


The  American  Association  of  Motor  Vehicle  Administrators  is  a  voluntary,  nonprofit,  tax  exempt,  educational  organization 
of  state  and  provincial  officials  in  the  United  States  and  Canada,  responsible  for  the  administration  and  enforcement  of 
laws  pertaining  to  the  motor  vehicle  and  its  use. 

The  AAMVA's  scope  of  operation  encompasses  the  states  of  the  U.S.,  the  Canadian  provinces,  and  the  territories  of  both 
countries.  Its  principle  endeavors  are: 

Developing  model  programs  in  disciplines  related  to  motor  vehicle  administration,  traffic  law 
enforcement,  and  highway  safety,  and  acting  as  a  repository  for  specific  programs  in  these  disciplines; 

Serving  as  an  information  clearinghouse  for  these  same  disciplines;  and 

Serving  as  a  united  voice  for  these  interests  and  related  issues. 

The  founders  wisely  perceived  that  while  many  problems  of  motor  vehicle  administration  and  police  traffic  services  would 
be  national  and  international  in  scope,  much  of  the  strength  and  actual  operation  of  the  total  organization  would  depend 
on  continued  influence  and  functioning  of  regional  organizations.  Hence,  the  AAMVA  Bylaws  provides  for  four 
geographical  regions.  But  it  is  equally  apparent  that  there  are  many  advantages  to  be  gained  by  maintaining  a 
national/international  pattern  of  operation,  designed  to  contribute  to  the  overall  strength  of  the  Association. 

For  purposes  of  Regional/International  continuity,  this  guide  has  been  prepared  to  assist  the  Region  IV,  Inc.  Board  and  its 
Officers  in  understanding  their  respective  responsibilities  and  meeting  these  obligations.

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2.0  THE  GOVERNING  STRUCTURE 


The  Region  IV,  Inc.  governing  body  is  the  Board  of  Directors  composed  of  the  following  officers  and  members: 

•  President 

•  Vice-President 

•  Treasurer 

•  Secretary 

•  Immediate  Past  President 

•  Two  Members  at  Large  representing  all  jurisdictions  in  Region  IV  including  the  Region  Member  serving  on  the 
International  Executive  Committee,  if  not  an  Officer  or  At  Large  Member 

•  One  Law  Enforcement  Member  at  Large  representing  the  law  enforcement  community  of  Region  IV 

•  Any  individual  serving  on  the  International  Board  of  Directors,  not  listed,  shall  be  a  Member  of  the  Region  IV 
Board 

•  AAMVA  President  and  CEO  serves  an  Ex-Officio  member  of  the  Board. 

Please  note  the  difference  in  terminology  used  for  the  AAMVA  International  Board.  The  Executive  Committee  at 
the  International  level  is  composed  of  the  four  officers  and  the  past  International  Chair  only.  The  Treasurer  is  a 
non-voting  member  of  the  AAMVA  Executive  Committee.  The  Board  of  Directors  is  the  over  all  governing  body 
and  is  composed  of  the  four  officers,  the  four  immediate  past  presidents  of  the  International,  and  three  members 
from  each  of  the  regions. 

All  Region  IV,  Inc.  officers  shall  hold  office  for  one  year.  Their  term  of  office  begins  and  expires  at  the  Region  IV,  Inc.  Annual 
Meeting  held  at  the  Regional  Conference. 

According  to  the  Region  IV  Bylaws,  the  Vice-President  shall  be  nominated  for  a  three  (3)  year  term  on  the 
International  Board  of  Directors.  The  term  of  an  International  Board  Member  begins  and  ends  at  the 
International  Conference.  Every  fourth  year,  the  Region  will  appoint  a  member  to  the  International  Executive 
Committee  position  of  Secretary.  (See  Region  IV  Inc.  Bylaws.) 

NOTE:  Traditionally,  AAMVA  Regional  Officers  "graduate"  in  succession  from  the  office  of  Secretary  to  President.  Thus 
Region  IV,  Inc.  Officers  should  participate  in  AAMVA  meetings  and  conferences  to  prepare  themselves  to  assume 
the  presidency. 
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3.0  Board  Member  Expectations 


This  section  provides  information  regarding  the  expectations  for  individuals  serving  on  the  Region  IV  Board  of  Directors. 

All  Board  members  should  actively  participate  in  all  Board  meetings  and  should  represent  the  interest  of  Regional 
members  vs.  solely  representing  their  own  jurisdiction  /  agency. 

3.1  Secretary  Expectations 

1.  Serve  as  mentor  to  new  Board  members. 

2.  Serve  as  mentor/guide  to  new  Regional  Conference  attendees. 

3.  Provide  outreach  and  communications  with  jurisdictional  members  as  appropriate. 

4.  Take  minutes  at  all  Board  meetings,  membership  meetings,  and  conference  calls. 

5.  Review  prior  meeting  minutes  at  Board  meetings  and  annual  membership  meeting. 

6.  Attend  Region  IV  Board  meetings  and  the  Regional  conference,  as  well  as  scheduled  conference  calls. 

a.  Actively  participate  in  discussions  at  Board  meetings  and  conference  calls,  representing  the  interests 
of  Regional  members. 

b.  Travel  to  the  winter  planning  meeting  and  the  Region  IV  conference  will  be  paid  by  the  Region. 

7.  Represent  the  interests  of  Regional  members  in  discussions  /  decisions. 

8.  Reach  out  to  Regional  members,  administrators  as  appropriate  and  as  requested  by  Regional  President 
and/or  Regional  Director. 

9.  Expect  to  assume  T reasurer's  position  at  conclusion  of  term  as  Secretary. 

3.2  Treasurer  Expectations 

1.  Serve  as  mentor  to  incoming  Secretary  and  new  Board  members. 

2.  Serve  as  mentor/guide  to  first  time  Regional  Conference  attendees. 

3.  Provide  outreach  and  communications  with  jurisdictional  members  as  appropriate. 

4.  Review  financial  statements  monthly.  Financials  will  be  posted  to  the  Region  IV  Board  SharePoint  site  each 
month  by  AAMVA's  finance  department. 

a.  Pose  questions  as  appropriate/necessary  to  Regional  Director. 
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b.  Report  any  concerns  to  the  Regional  President. 


5.  Report  financial  status  of  the  Region  to  the  Board  at  each  Board  meeting. 

6.  Report  the  financial  status  to  the  membership  at  the  Annual  Membership  Meeting,  held  during  the  Regional 
conference. 

7.  Attend  Region  IV  Board  meetings  and  the  Regional  conference,  as  well  as  scheduled  conference  calls. 

a.  Actively  participate  in  discussions  at  Board  meetings  and  conference  calls,  representing  the  interests 
of  Regional  members. 

b.  Travel  to  the  winter  planning  meeting  and  the  Region  IV  conference  will  be  paid  by  the  Region. 

8.  Lead  the  Memorial  Service  held  during  the  Regional  conference. 

9.  Reach  out  to  Regional  members,  administrators  as  appropriate  and  as  requested  by  Regional  President 
and/or  Regional  Director. 

10.  Expect  to  assume  the  Vice-President  position  at  the  conclusion  of  Treasurer's  term. 

11.  Pick  potential  locales  for  Regional  conference. 

a.  Regional  Director  will  issue  an  RFP  and  will  assist  in  selecting  final  location.

4.  Provide  outreach  and  communications  with  jurisdictional  members  as  appropriate. 

5.  Attend  Region  IV  Board  meetings  and  the  Regional  conference,  as  well  as  scheduled  conference  calls. 

a.  Actively  participate  in  discussions  at  Board  meetings  and  conference  calls,  representing  the  interests 
of  Regional  members.

Pennsylvania  REAL  ID  Extension 

Pennsylvania  has  been  granted  an  extension  until  June  5,  2017  from  the 
Department  of  Homeland  Security  (DHS)  to  fix  state  law  to  allow  for  federal  REAL 
ID  compliance  after  Governor  Tom  Wolf  and  bipartisan  leaders  including  Senators 
Scarnati,  Corman,  and  Costa,  and  Representatives  Turzai,  Reed,  and  Dermody, 
wrote  to  DHS  Secretary  Jeh  Johnson  earlier  this  month.  The  extension  will  allow 
the  Wolf  administration,  including  the  Pa.  Department  of  Transportation 
(PennDOT),  to  work  with  the  General  Assembly  to  resolve  Pennsylvania's  non- 
compliance  during  the  current  legislative  session.  DHS  told  state  leaders  that 
additional  extensions  may  be  granted,  as  necessary,  once  the  commonwealth  can 
commit  to  meeting  all  REAL  ID  requirements.

Pennsylvania  has  been  granted  an  extension  until  June  5,  2017  from  the 
Department  of  Homeland  Security  (DHS)  to  fix  state  law  to  allow  for  federal  REAL 
ID  compliance  after  Governor  Tom  Wolf  and  bipartisan  leaders  including  Senators 
Scarnati,  Corman,  and  Costa,  and  Representatives  Turzai,  Reed,  and  Dermody, 
wrote  to  DHS  Secretary  Jeh  Johnson  earlier  this  month.  The  extension  will  allow 
the  Wolf  administration,  including  the  Pa.  Department  of  Transportation 
(PennDOT),  to  work  with  the  General  Assembly  to  resolve  Pennsylvania's  non- 
compliance  during  the  current  legislative  session.  DHS  told  state  leaders  that 
additional  extensions  may  be  granted,  as  necessary,  once  the  commonwealth  can 
commit  to  meeting  all  REAL  ID  requirements.

Governor  Wolf,  Bipartisan  Leaders  Announce 
Pennsylvania  REAL  ID  Extension 

Pennsylvania  has  been  granted  an  extension  until  June  5,  2017  from  the 
Department  of  Homeland  Security  (DHS)  to  fix  state  law  to  allow  for  federal  REAL 
ID  compliance  after  Governor  Tom  Wolf  and  bipartisan  leaders  including  Senators 
Scarnati,  Corman,  and  Costa,  and  Representatives  Turzai,  Reed,  and  Dermody, 
wrote  to  DHS  Secretary  Jeh  Johnson  earlier  this  month.  The  extension  will  allow 
the  Wolf  administration,  including  the  Pa.  Department  of  Transportation 
(PennDOT),  to  work  with  the  General  Assembly  to  resolve  Pennsylvania's  non- 
compliance  during  the  current  legislative  session.  DHS  told  state  leaders  that 
additional  extensions  may  be  granted,  as  necessary,  once  the  commonwealth  can 
commit  to  meeting  all  REAL  ID  requirements.

ID  compliance  after  Governor  Tom  Wolf  and  bipartisan  leaders  including  Senators 
Scarnati,  Corman,  and  Costa,  and  Representatives  Turzai,  Reed,  and  Dermody, 
wrote  to  DHS  Secretary  Jeh  Johnson  earlier  this  month.  The  extension  will  allow 
the  Wolf  administration,  including  the  Pa.

Governor  Wolf,  Bipartisan  Leaders  Announce 
Pennsylvania  REAL  ID  Extension 

Pennsylvania  has  been  granted  an  extension  until  June  5,  2017  from  the 
Department  of  Homeland  Security  (DHS)  to  fix  state  law  to  allow  for  federal  REAL 
ID  compliance  after  Governor  Tom  Wolf  and  bipartisan  leaders  including  Senators 
Scarnati,  Corman,  and  Costa,  and  Representatives  Turzai,  Reed,  and  Dermody, 
wrote  to  DHS  Secretary  Jeh  Johnson  earlier  this  month.  The  extension  will  allow 
the  Wolf  administration,  including  the  Pa.  Department  of  Transportation 
(PennDOT),  to  work  with  the  General  Assembly  to  resolve  Pennsylvania's  non- 
compliance  during  the  current  legislative  session.  DHS  told  state  leaders  that 
additional  extensions  may  be  granted,  as  necessary,  once  the  commonwealth  can 
commit  to  meeting  all  REAL  ID  requirements.
